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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has fully considered Applicant's 
argument but does not find them compelling. It is the examiner's position that the claims as written do not distinguish themselves over the 
prior art of record. The current rejections are proper because all structural limitations are taught and are fully capable of performing all 
functional, spatial, and operational limitations as addressed in previous office actions. Thus, the current rejections are proper and stand. In 
particular, Applicant admits that person of ordinary skill in the art would understand that polymers and metals are processed using different 
techniques. The examiner believes one of ordinary skill in the art looking to apply the co-extrusion method of Ren et al to metals would 
appreciate the difference and would still be able to successfully create the invention as claimed and that any structural difference would be 
non-existant. 
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
